ANOTHER TWO-HEADED CAT 


A two-headed kitten was born in a 
litter of five to a household pet cat 
named Lucky, owned by Mrs. Emily 
Mason, Howard Beach, L.I., New York, 
June 12. 

The freak, the fifth kitten of the lit- 
ter, marks the second time within the 
last 12 months that a two-headed kitten 
is known to have been born in the 
United States. 

In September of last year a two- 
faced red Persian male kitten was born 
in a litter owned by Mrs. E. W. Crum- 
lett of El Paso, Texas. (See Cats, Dec 
1946.) 

Both freaks were males. The Long 
Island kitten had two perfectly shaped 
heads with two pair of eyes, two noses 
and two mouths, but veterinarians who 
attempted to feed it through both 
mouths discovered that one mouth did 
not open. Otherwise the heads appeared 
to be perfectly normal. 

As Cats goes to press, no informa- 
tion had been received as to how long 
the kitten lived. The El Paso kitten 
lasted 514 days.

Science Service is that ‘“‘the two-headed 
condition appears to be varied though 
not frequent among back-boned ani- 
mals. I'wo-headed fish, snakes, turtles 
sometimes live to maturity but two 
faced (or headed) animals seldom sur 
vive long. Two-headedness is simply 
partial incomplete phase of process that 
when complete, results in identical 
twins. Splitting of embryo in very early 
stage of growth, produces identical 
twins. Partial splitting produces Siam- 
ese twins; splitting of just the tip pro- 
duces two-headed or two-faced ani- 
mals. Sometimes splitting of posterior 
end, produces animals with one head 
and two forelegs, but four hind legs. 
Such freaks invariably die.”’ 

When Mrs. Mason first saw the kit- 
ten she told newsmen covering the 
“event: ‘I thought I was seeing 
things!” 


Lilly Dies Broke; 
Once Had $5,000 


Lilly, the alley cat is dead. She died 
in a pet hospital at Sacramento, Calif., 
from old age.

This year, thousands of vacationists, 
homeward bound, will face the problem 
of providing for pets acquired during 
the summer and which are no longer 
wanted.

This vicious 
and inhuman practice is resorted to far 
too often and cannot be too strongly 
condemned. The cat is not a wild ani 
mal, but a domestic one, and depends 
upon human tompanionship and kind 
ness for its well being to a degree far 
greater than the average person sus 
pects. An appeal to the better nature of 
these unthinking persons is sometimes 
helpful, but there will always be a cer 
tain element that will brazen the matter 
out, consoling themselves with the 
thought that the cat will revert to its 
wild state and so be in a position to 
attend to its wants. While this is true 
to a certain extent, since any animal will 
fend for itself rather than starve, it does 
work a terrible hardship on a cat accus- 
tomed to human care. To throw a sleek, 
well cared for cat on its own is little 
short of cruel and should be discour- 
aged on all sides 

For years cat owners have worked 
hard to place these little creatures in the 
limelight and now it seems their dream 
has been realized. Persons who formerly 
thought of cats as nuisances, have come 
to accept them as sweet, gentle, affec- 
tionate, well-mannered pets. Vacation- 
ists who deliberately abandon cats place 
a black mark against all cats by com- 
pelling these adandoned creatures to be- 
come beasts of prey in order to survive 
The well cared for, well fed cat does not 
find it necessary to feed on birds or 
small animals to smooth away hunger 
pain, but who, in all fairness, can 
blame the deserted cat for so doing? 
The blame should rest squarely on the 
shoulders of those who discard these 
pets. 

Ranking even lower than the one 
who adandons a grown or fairly grown 
cat, is the one who abandons whole lit- 
ters of young kittens. The usual prac- 
tice is to drop the kittens near a farm- 
house where it is hoped some kindly 
farmer will take them in, or in some 
neighborhood where it is known cat 
lovers reside. We have had ample op- 
portunity in the past to do our good 
deed for these little waifs. During the 
past two years, no less than three litters 
of kittens have been visited upon us. 
Homes were found for some, but others 
had to be humanely put to sleep. 

It is hoped that anyone who acquires 
a cat or kitten will cherish it as long as 
it lives, but failing that, will provide 
for its welfare when it is no longer con- 
venient to keep it. The Society for the

CELEBRATES FORTY-SEVEN YEARS 


The Pacific Cat Club, a CFA affil 
iate. with headquarters in San Fran- 
cisco, celebrates its forty-seventh birth- 
day this month, having been founded 
and incorporated in August 1900. 

Many of the present members were 
not born when the club originally came 
into being “to provide a refuge for 
homeless cats, to provide ways and 
means to hold shows, and to afford its 
members an opportunity for advanced 
ideas in breeding.” 

After holding their original shows at 
the homes of the members, Pacific 
branched out in 1902 and 1903 to 
bench a show as guest of the San Fran- 
cisco Kennel Club. Seventy cats were 
exhibited. First show staged under as- 
sociation rules was held in 1909 with 
140 cats on display. ACA rules were 
used with Mr. Field Marshall as judge. 

The 1913 show attracted 177 cats, 
and was held for the benefit of the local 
S.P.C.A. Five hundred dollars was 
cleared for this charity, and a lone re- 
maining dollar placed in the club’s 
treasury. A like sum was turned over 
to the S.P.C.A. the following year, 
which also attracted 177 cats. 

Pacific staged a fine show in con-

junction with the Panama-Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition in 1915. 

Largest cat entry appeared in the 
1916 event, which attracted 238 ex- 
hibits. At all these shows the S.P.C.A. 
benefited with gifts of from $100 to 
$700, fora total of $3,037 since 1913. 

The last show staged by Pacific was 
in 1941, although an exhibition was 
scheduled for January 1942, only to 
be canceled because of the war. Pacific 
hopes to resume its spectacular shows 
with one schedule this season, dates and 
place to be announced.

Perhaps the most common skin dis- 
ease of cats is that of ringworm. This 
is a “plant germ’’ which attacks the 
skin and is contagious from cat to cat 
and will also infect persons, occasion- 
ally, who handle or treat the cat. This 
infection has some strange characteris- 
tics and its control is made more diffi- 
cult for this reason. For instance, a 
Mother Cat that has once had ringworm 
sores on her skin will continue to carry 
spores of the germ on her hair even 
though she herself has been completely 
cured 

When the kittens arrive and start 
nursing the queen bathes the kittens 
several times daily with her tongue 
This warm, moist, tender skin of the

SKIN CONDITIONS 
OTHER THAN MANGE 
COMMON TO THE CAT

kitten make an ideal culture on which 
this germ can grow. Small red spots 
appear on the kittens’ lips, cheeks and 
near the eye lids at first and gradually 
spread to other areas on the body re- 
sulting in round lesions from which the 


hair comes away with the slightest 
touch. These are often called ‘‘hot 
spots.” 

Tiny kittens are much more sus- 


ceptible to this disease, though no cat 
is immune. Kittens once thoroughly in- 
fected, then cleared of the disease are 
quite resistant to further attacks unless 
they become run down from ill health 
or attacked by bad flea conditions. 
Fleas spread the ringworm infection and 
it is important to keep cats and kittens 
as free from these pests as possible. 

Even grown, healthy cats may get 
this ringworm of fungus infection and 
must have immediate and continuous 
observation and treatment in order to 
control the disease. One thing which 
makes the infection spread over the 
cat’s body is the fact that the cat spreads 
it by bathing his own coat, in other 
words, a small amount of moisture 
makes ringworm spread. Fleas carry the 
‘““germ’’ from one part of the body to 
another. The ringworm fungus has the 
ability to form spores. These spores are 
a kind of “‘dormant’’ state and will re- 
sist drying and chemicals for long per- 
iods of time. When conditions become 
favorable for the growth of the germ 
these organisms change from their dor- 
mant state and start growing again with 
resultant recurrence of the disease. Thus 
one can readily see that once a cat is rid 
of the active stage of the infection one 
must continually strive for the goal of 
good, healthful condition and sur- 
roundings for the cat. 

The most effective thing to do is to 
clean the cat’s coat with a good sham- 
poo such as the Labco Company makes 
and dry the parts very carefully to pre- 
vent chilling. This shampoo frees the 
cat of fleas as well as dirt. Keep the cat's 
sleeping quarters as clean as possible 
with frequent change of bedding. By 
dusting dirtpens and night sleeping 
quarters lightly with DDT 10% in 
talcum one can keep the flea condition 
controlled to a minimum. Whenever we 
use DDT at our cattery we try to so 
very lightly, employing a dust blower. 
Thus we prevent contamination of wa- 
ter dishes or papers on which the cat 
feeds. We never dust the DDT powder 
into the cats’ coats. We have some 
friends who say that they use the dust

directly on their cats, but we do not 
recommend this because of the cats’ 
habit of licking themselves. 

Ringworm or fungus infection varies 
greatly in the kind of sores produced on 
the skin. Some types produce only bare, 
raw spots on the skin scattered here and 
there over the face, cheeks, neck and 
ears, or perhaps the body, tail and legs. 
These are often nicknamed “‘hot spots.”’ 
The cats so affected seem to have very 
little itching as compared to cats affected 
with Mange. 

When treated, these spots soon lose 
their raw, sore appearance and then a 
light covering of new hair begins to 
form. 

Another type of ringworm may pro- 
duce pustular sores with the production 
of lose scabs, and one may see pus exude 
from beneath these sores and scabs. This 
is much the same sort of disease that we 
see in human beings which is called Im- 
petigo. This pustular type is difficult 
to treat although all types will respond 
to treatment if one uses patience and 
care. 

When you once start upon a certain 


treatment, please do not try ‘this, that 
and another medication!’’ One always 
has well meaning friends who make 
suggestions, but if all are followed you 
will certainly lose much valuable time 
every time you change treatment. There 
is also the very great danger of irritating 
the skin by combining medicines which 
may not be compatible. An illustration 
is that of applying iodine and then 
switching to mercurochrome. This com- 
bination produces mercurous iodine 
which is not only irritating but makes 
a poisonous absorption. 

A medication that has been found 
very helpful in treatment is the use of 
Tincture of Metaphen. This is applied 
to the infected spots as they appear. Ap- 
ply once daily until the inflammation 
has subsided. Then remove any scabs or 
scaly areas. If pus is present under the 
scabs, remove with cotton swab before 
applying the Metaphen. 

Another skin condition which oc- 
curs, particularly in flea season, is that 
of flea rash. This is a small group of 
slightly raised inflamed spots in folds 
of skin about the neck and under the 
“‘arms’’ where large groups of fleas 
have been feeding. The hair does not 
come out and there are no raw areas. A 


good flea soap bath and getting rid of 
fleas in the cattery will clear up this con- 
dition. 

Still another kind of skin trouble 
that occurs occasionally is the type that 
takes the form of hard scabby lesions 
which may be felt on portions of the 
cat's body. Just why these do form, I 
cannot say, but we have seen them mys- 
teriously disappear when we gave large 
quantities of tomato juice in the diet or 
medication containing large doses of 
Vitamin C (Ascorbic Acid). 

This article covers the more common 
types of skin conditions found in cats. 
For other rare skin diseases one must 
obtain the veterinarian’s help. Skin 
scrapings or pathological examination of 
unusual growths will distinguish the 
unusual from the usual sorts of skin 
troubles.
